StudSoc waives rules 

A history-making question is facing students at the polls today. 
The ANEQ question students are voting on is remarkable in that it 
violates all the ground rules for referendums that have been so 
painstakingly established In Quebec in the last two years. That, 
this year's student councillors so blithely ignored the public 
debate on a Quebec referendum is a tribute to their singlemin- 
dedness. 

The question of funding interest groups during a referendum 
has been one of the most contentious Issues confronting the PQ. 
The rule of fairness finally agreed upon by Quebec political parties 
was to establish pro and con groups, neither of which would 
receive provincial government funding. 

Students' Council camé to no such conclusion. Notice all the 
professional-looking posters around with the take-one tear sheet 
on the bottom detailing arguments against McGill joining ANEQ? 
Courtesy of the Students' Society. And that is just the posters. 
There have been half-page ads In the Daily for the last two weeks. . 
According to Daily estimates, some $700 has been spent so far. 
The Students' Society has seen fit to spend students' money to 
convince them not to join ANEQ. No money was given to fund a 
pro-ANEQ campaign. Fairness? 

A second basic error in the Students' Council judgment Is the 
wording of the referendum itself. The question now reads; Do you 
approve of an increase of $1.00 In you Students' Society annual 
fee in order to allow the McGill Students' Society to join 
l'Association Nationale des Etudiants du Québec (ANEQ)? 

There are three .basic errors. First, as all capable 
methodologists will attest, the referendum mustbontain balance 
options (do you approve or disapprove?). Neglecting to include 
such a proviso biases the results. 

Second, the Students' Society referendum poses two questions 
in the same sentence. It Is entirely conceivable that some 
students may wish to join ANEQ but want the cost of joining the 
organization to come out of general revenues, and not an increase 
in fees. 

Piggybacking the first question onto the second obscures the . 
real issue. Law Rep to Council Neil Wiener, who is the author of 
the question, says that if students feet strongly about joining 
ANEQ, they will not object to the fee Increase. Wiener has missed 
the point of the criticism. The criticism is that the referendum 
should be held to determine whether students want to join ANEQ, 
not whether they agree to a fee Increase. . 

The third error Is.the lack of clarity in the question. Read it again 
and see if you can determine what a yes vote will mean. Does a yes 
vote mandate council to join ANEQ? Does a yes vote give Council 
the discretion to decide not to join even after receiving a fee in- 
crease? Does a no vote mean there will be no fee increase but still 
a possibility of joining ANEQ? 

The ANEQ Issue is a significant one that concerns all students. 
Students’ Council has acted heavyhandedly and has critically 
affected the debate. Their Incompetence is clear on this issue,

According to the Conshltution the Daily's subsidy must be "no 
less than 90% of the previous year's" subsidy. Whoever drafted 
that one must have been schooled In the collegiate brand of 
economics and pollscUfl, a discipline as useful for solving social 
problems as a reform school for kids.

By Ignoring the necessity to play the game of Catch-up rather 
than Catch-22, StudSoc is not operating in the interest of the 
student body. To keep activities on this campus alive and well, you 
don't cut budgets, you go after more funds, such as via a fee in- 
crease and more generous donations by graduates who have done 
quite well by this University. Turning the Union into a dirty, noisy 
discotheque where expensive vandalism abounds Is not a good 
way to raise funds. That is pandering to tastes unbecoming a 
community of scholars (such as It is, oh well...).

Shamir’s lecture sphynx 
To the Dally: 

It was with great anticipation 
that I attended this year's 
Cummings lecture given ,by 
Prof. Shimon Shamir, chairman 
of the Department of Middle 
Eastern and African Studies at 
the University of Tel Aviv. With 
the current flurry of activity in 
the United States centered 
around concluding an Egypt- 
Israeli peace agreement, his 
topic, "Egypt and Israel bet- 
ween War and Peace,” 
promised to be a timely one. 
However, disappointment was 
to follow anticipation. 

While I will admit that Prof. 
Shamir had perhaps tackled a 
task much too large for the 
allotted time, his talk neatly 
sidestepped many of the issues 
Implied by the title. On con- 
. Crete matters that have recently 
entered Into the peace 
negotiations, such as Israel's 
urgent need for Sinai oil in the 
"post-Shah" period or Israel’s 
policies of establishing more 
and more settlements on the 
occupied territories, Shamir 
had little to say. Rather, his 
speech revolved around his 
view that Sadat's guiding light 
In his peace Initiatives Is the 
recognition that Egyptian 
nationalism a quality Shamir 
supposes Is turned on and off 
by a few politicians and in- 
tellectuals, should be the' 
driving force of his government, 
not any united Arab movement. 

Coming on the heels of the 
downfall of one aggressive and 
nationalistic regime In the 
Middle East, it was distressing 
to hear Shamir proposing the 
emergence of another, one. 
Moreover, his statements 



concèrning'the necessity for 
Egypt to recognize /fs 7,000 
years of culture reminds one of 
the mileage the Western press 
and the Shah got out of 
justifying his regime by talking 
about the cultural necessity of 
Iran’s maintaining its "2,500- 
year-old dynasty." 

Finally, Prof. Shamir did little 
more than propose a framework 
within which Egypt's national 
needs must determine its 
policies. By doing this, Shamir 
Js attempting to drive a wedge 
between Sadat and the other 
Arab leaders in. his dealings 
with Israel, and he has used the 
cover of the prestigious 
'©ummjngs lecture fot his own 



motives. Considering the list of 
leading intellectuals who have 
preceded Shamir, I sincerely 
hope that In the future his 
lecture will be looked upon as 
an aberration and not as a 
trend.

- This waiting period says 
Jean Latraverse (ANEQ rep) 
should not be toojong as the 
Association Nationale ^re in 
the process of reforming t)ut 
nevertheless both Claxton and 
Latraverse Know that It may 
take a long time before 
anything Is finalized as ANEQ 
is not, -as Claxton probably 
believes, run by left wing ex- 
tremist dictators. Another 
important point is that Claxton 
fears the CEGEP influence 
would hurt McGill students 
interests, as if McGill students 
had special concerns which 
contradicted the basic con- 
cerns of CEGEP students (or, 
for that matter, students in 
general). Another assumption 
that Claxton implicitly ad- 
vances is that it would be a 
huge mistake to join ANEQ now 
before students know what 
their new look will be, thus 
already eliminating any 
possibility that we could 
change ANEQ with the 
organization itself. This belief 
gets to the root of Claxton's 
and the StudSoc’s objections; 
they fear the alleged Marxist- 
leadership of the Association 
and are sacrificing our common 
student interests to their 
Marxophobia. 

Any intelligent person can 
see what this policy means to 
Québec students. Without a 
province-wide unified student 
organization there will be 
almost no mass group to op- 
pose the destruction of quality 
education and to stop the 
continued narrowing of ac- 
cessibility to higher schooling. 
In view of the importance of 
this fact, shouldn’t we take a 
serious look at who is 
"representing" us and 
hopefully to boot them out of 
office?

We 
need the Dally and we need it 
open as it has been for its role 
In the cultural, political and 
social life of our campus. It is 
Irreplaceable. This issue 
should, in our view, be an im- 
portant factor in determining 
who should get our vote. 

2-Our university is supposed 
to be as much Québécois as it 
is Canadian; we are part of the 
student community of Québec. 
When the government of 
Québec decides on something 
concerning the educational 
process in this province. It does 
not only affect Laval or Sher- 
brooke, it also affects McGill. 
ANEQ is the national 
association of the students of 
Quebec, in spite of any 
reservations that one may have 
about it. It is not an amorphous 
or immutable entity but is 
shaped, like all democratic 
organizations, by those whose 
memberships make It. In view 
of all these facts, isn't it only 
natural that we join ANEQ?

Student activism a no-no 
To the Dally: 

Much had happened since the 
Student Council in October of 
1978 took the decision not to 
join (or as Ted Claxton so aptly 
put it) did not decide not to join 
ANEQ. Caroline Butson and I 
have already written a letter in 
these columns taking the 
Council to task for its anti- 
ANEQ politics in general and 
Itsliandling of the referendum 
issue ih particular. Especially 
noting that the Council’s ap- 
proved version of the question 
was posed in a fashion which 
served to bias student opinion 
against joining. 

That a number of council 
members have seen fit to reply 
to our criticisms was hear- 



tening. On the whole, however, 
they have chosen to justify 
Council’s past decisions on 
bureaucratic grounds, and have- 
thus far avoided the iss^s. 
Nell Wiener, whose com- 
mentary recently appe'ared in 
the Daily’s Hyde .Park column 
chose to lay complete em- 
phasis pp' the legalistic 
questions' involved claiming 
that both the content and 
framework of the referendum 
question as approved by 
council was wholly dictated by 
constitutional considerations 
and therefore couldn’t possibly 
be unobjective. 

Ted Claxton was somewhat 
more candid when, in a letter 
dated Feb. 14th he admitted 
that there may have been an 
element of subjectivity involved 
in that council members 
recognized the potential 
benefit of clearly linking a fee 
increase with any decision to 
join, which "might encourage 
students to find out something 
about ANEQ before they 
voted". Apparently, McGill 
students are all too capable of 
voting mindlessly. 

This whole affair, which may 
strike many as being of minor 
consequence is by now past 
history. What is not past history 
is the Student Council’s recent 
decision to come out whole- 
heartedly against McGill 
membership in ANEQ. Last 
Wednesday large glossy 
posters began to appear on 
bulletin boards about the 
campus condemning ANEQ ‘in 
its present form’ and urging 
students to vote NO on the 
referendum question. What 
was surprising to note was that 
the posters had been written 
and printed up by the Students’ 
Society Executive, which has 
taken it upon itself to ap- 
propriate student fees to cover 
the costs. 

Monday there appeared a 
■quarter page advertisement in 
the Dally, again urging 
students to VQTE NO to ANEQ. 
Why had the Students’ Society 
Executives taken such action? 
According to VP President Ted 
Claxton this step was 
necessary to insure that 
Council opinion be given 
adequate hearing, as the Daily 
had failed to fairly cover anti- 
ANEQ viewpoint. Interestingly 
enough the Dally, which has 
consistently covered all news 
relating to ANEQ both of a pro- 
and anti- nature has not been 
able to publish on its regular 
sohedule due to retention of 
funds by the Students’ Society. 

That the Student Council has 
decided to wage a blitz cam- 
paign aimed at keeping McGill 
out of ANEQ is no surprise. This 
is standard student politics 
here at McGill and In fact the 
Executive’s actions probably 
don't even merit commentary. 

.1 would rather, as a McGill 
student paying $120 in fees a' 
year, prefer to submit my own 
personal grievance. Why, if the 
Council feels distinctly uneasy 
granting monies to such known 
’partisan’ organizations as the 
Christian Fellowship, does it 
feel so fully justified In using

Shamir lecture little 
more than a sham 



The posters were eye-catching and the auditorium, with Its size, 
lights, ceremonial green tablecloth together with the word 
"reserved" inscribed on the back of some of Its front seats, was 
impressive. Slightly behind schedule on the evening of Wed- 
nesday, February 28, the dean of Graduate Studies was called 
upon to present to us Professor Shimon Shamir of Tel Aviv 
University in Israel. This he did In words befitting a distinguished 
scholar’s role in the "Cummings lecture series," a platform of 
many prominent academics in the past. The dean credited him 
with the distinction of being the first to declare that the goals of 
the 1973 Arab-lsraell war were "political" (surprisel). 

After a few more statements concerning vacuous dreams about 
"peace In Palestine," Shamir took the podium to give us more 
Insight about "Egypt and Israel between War and Peace." Un- 
fortunately the show fell short of the expectation generated by Its 
title, that of the speaker and the wide publicity that surrounded it. 
In fact, the lecti/re given by the head of the department of Middle 
Eastern and African studies In Tel Aviv was only as deep as the 
coverage any average Montreal reader could find in the Gazette, 
provided that the reader leafs through a Saturday issue for more 
than Charlie Brown, the NY Yankees and an apartment for rent. 



What did this distinguished "Arabist" tell us? (Apparently the 
Arabs are such an exotic breed as to warrant the "ist".) He said 
nothing or almost nothing about Israel. As to the rest, namely 
Egypt, war and peace, the presentation was neither novel nor 
stimulating. In a nutshell it was made of pronouncements on the 
Middle East quijte familiar In the North American commercial 
media. Things like the “unfortunate" downfall of the Shah; Egypt’s 
being not exactly Arab; the "modernizing" role of Sadat; Sadat’s 
surprise at the speaker’s familiarity with Egyptian writings and 
liferature; the antl-semitism of some Arab politicians and 
propagandists; and last but not least, Shamir’s fears that the 
"unfortunate" events in Iran may complicate the peace process 
between Sadat and Israel. When the latter references to the Shah 
brought a subdued hiss from members of the audience, the 
chairperson registered alarm and disapproval. The speech turned 
out to be less informative than either those of earlier participants 
in the series or that of Eric Rouleau pf Le Monde, who had spoken 
last year at McGill without benefit of deans and the other ac- 
companying ceremony. Shamir’s speeck was simply a concoction 
of truncated historical references laced with the razamataz of 
mispronounced Arabic words and names. His banalities could in 
no way be compared with the quality of discourse delivered by 
such Cummings lecturers as William Labov (sociolinguist) and 
many others one could cite. 

Sometimes a good discussion period saves a bad talk, where 
quality is present in either the lecturer or sparked there by the 
audience. In this case only four questions were taken from the 
floor, to which the speaker addressed himself with as little ob- 
jectivity, Insight, or originality as he had displayed in the talk. 
Perhaps for those In charge of McGill’s educational process, 
being an Israeli Is a sufficient mark of expe^ise that analytical 
mediocrity can be excused, however. While such "distinguished” 
and expensive talks serve to pad curriculum vitae, one wonders 
whether this one did not have some other purposes. The talk was 
closed by one of the deans present with a formerly neutral 
salutation, but one which in the past few years has come to bear 
the connotation of political solidarity with Zionism, the Hebrew 
. "Shalom." There may have been some redeeming value after all In 
this much touted display in that it demonstrated some not-so- 
academic sympathies appear to have entered into the selection of 
the speaker. Thus a lecture series of some quality and renown 
may,- If this is any sign of the future, be going "political" while it 
maintains the façade of respectability.

"Many groups laboriously 
make amateur posters when we 
can do a striking job with very 
little trouble." 

Although valuable as a 
service in its own right, SST is 
not very profitable for the 
Students’ Society, in its seven 
years of operation, typesetting 
has not yet shown a profit. 
"We’re not doing as well as 
we’d like to," said Fuca, "since 
our ultimate goal is to offer the 
service but not lose money. 
Now we’re trying to increase 
volume by overworking our 
present staff." 

Regardless, the Dally and the 
Pot will still meet every third 
Monday under the professional- 
auspices of SST, although one 
SST employee remarked that 
given the choice between the 
two, he would much rather 
proof the Pot.
